John Klein. RCA-Victor record­ 
ing artist, who was the official 
carillonneur 
for 
the 
Seattle 
World’s Fair, will present a con­ 
cert next Saturday, April IO, at 
the dedication of the carillon 
placed at the Visitor Center by 
the Daughters of Union Veterans 
of the Civil War 1061-1865. 
Dedication of the carillon, which 
will play soft music periodically 
over the central portion of the 
battlefield, is scheduled for 2 
o'clock next Saturday afternoon. 
National officials of the 35,000- 
member organization, which has 
470 “tents,” or local ’chapters, in 
nearly every state of the Union, 
are scheduled to be present. Ap­ 
proximately 200 members and 
officers of the DUV from Ohio 
are planning to be here. The or­ 
ganization began its existence on 
May 30, 1685, in Massillon, O., 
when a group of daughters of 
Civil War veterans, after placing 
flowers on the graves, decided 
that a permanent organization 
should be effected by daughters 
to carry on the memory of their 
fathers who had been with the 
Union armed forces during the 
war. The idea rapidly spread and 
was later endorsed by the Grand 
Army of the Republic—the organi­ 
zation of the Union veterans of 
the war. 
NATIONAL PREXY COMING 
The $5,710 cost of the carillon 
installation was borne by dona­ 
tions of 25 cents apiece by 22,840 
of the members. 
Mrs. Irene Lawhead, Portland, 
Ore., national president of the 
DUV, will be a speaker at the 
program. A pageant prepared by 
Mrs. Bess Kapp, Times Apart­ 
ments, senior vice-president of 
the national group, will be pre­ 
sented. Other national officers of 
the “Daughters” include Mrs. 
Etta Mac Gunn. McCook, Neb., 
junior vice-president; Mrs. Kessie 
Lord, Newton. Kans., chaplain; 
Mrs. Gladys Davis, Springfield, 
HI., treasurer;

Klein, one of the foremost card 
lonneurs in the U. S., has made 
eight record albums, was the 
first person ever to present caril­ 
lon recitals at the Salzburg Music 
Festival, presented recitals at the 
1968 World’s Fair in Brussels, 
Belgium, was the first person 
ever to combine the carillon with 
orchestra and chorus, was the 
first person to write a book on 
the art of playing the carillon and 
is author of a two-volume history 
of ‘The First Four Centuries of 
Music.” He has composed film 
scores for RKO and was orches­ 
tral and choral arranger for a 
number of radio shows including 
“Your Hit Parade.” 
He has been carillon instruc­ 
tor at the Schuknerich School of 
Campanology, Princeton, during 
the summer sessions from 1858 
to date. He has written more than 
400 published compositions, of 
which probably the best known 
is “Sound Off.” Others include 
“The Yellowstone Suite,” “Cran­ 
berry Corners, U.S.A.” and “The 
Bells of Peace.”

Suspect In Slaying Of 
His Wife, Daughter And 
Mother-in-law Ends Life 


SUNBURY. Pa. (AP) — The 
body of Byron L. Hatter, 47- 
year-old Perry County business­ 
man, was found Friday in a 
lonely field, completing a bi­ 
zarre quadrangle of death and 
fulfilling a promise contained in 
a mysterious letter. 
Halter, charged with the triple 
slaying of his wife, daughter 
and mother-in-law, was found in 
his car off a dirt road eight 
miles east of here. He died, 
authorities said, from carbon 
monoxide fumes funneled into 
the car by a rubber hose. 
Dr. Henry Ulrich, Northum­ 
berland County coroner, ruled 
the death a suicide. 
WAS SUSPECT 
Hatter had been the object of

manhunt 
siuce 
Thursday when state police, in­ 
vestigating 
information 
con­ 
tained in a letter, discovered the 
bodies of his wife, Betty Jane, 
44; their daughter, Holly Lynn, 
17, and the wife’s mother, M n. 


Elizabeth C. Swank, 68. 
All three had been shot to 
death at the family’s duplex 
home in Duncannon, about 40 
miles down the Susquehanna 
River from here. 
The hand-written l e t t e r , 
copies of which had been re­ 
ceived by three area newspa­ 
pers, the Duncannon postmaster 
and a personal friend of Hatter, 
began: 
“First to die—sweet mother- 
in-law. 
“2nd to die—sweet wife, Bet­ 
ty. 
“3rd to die—sweet daughter 
Holly. 
“4th to die—myself.** 
ADMITS SLAYINGS 
Capt. John Yagienski, com­ 
mander of state police Troop 
H, Harrisburg, said a tape re­ 
corder found in the trunk of Hal­ 
ter’s car contained a statement 
admitting the slayings.

Liquid fuels tax refunds total- 
ng $228,545.38 have been paid

3 Russian M I G s Jump 
U.S. Navy Planes Blasting 
Vital Bridge In N. V. Nam

SAIGON, Viet Nam (AP) — 
Three 
Communist 
MIG 
jet 
fighters jumped U.S. Navy air­ 
craft today as the American 
planes blasted out a vital bridge 
link in North Viet Nam’s major 
north-south 
coastal 
rail 
and 
road route only 65 miles south 
of Hanoi, the Red capital. 
It 
marked 
the 
first 
time 
American aircraft have encoun­ 
tered Communist planes in the 
Vietnamese war. 
FIRE IN HAZE 
Navy planes chased the MIGs 
but the Communist p l a n e s 
slipped away in a haze, Navy 
spokesman Capt. 
George H. 
Whistler said. He did not be­ 
lieve the American planes got 
close enough to fire during the 
pursuit. 
Whistler did not say what 
model of the Soviet-built MIG 
was involved, or what national 
markings they bore. But North 


Viet Nam is known to have 
some old MIG15 and MIG17 air­ 
craft. They are not believed to 
possess any of the sophisticated 
MIG21s. 
MISS NAVY PLANE 
Whistler said the Red jets ap­ 
peared on the scene and made 
a pass on one U.S. aircraft. He 
said he did not know if the 
MIGs fired but he assumed they 
did and had missed the Navy 
plane. 
Apparently 
the 
Navy 
planes did not score any hits 
either. 
Whistler said the attack was 
completely successful in sever 
ing Route I. 
Thirty aircraft from the 7th 
Fleet carriers Hancock and Cor 
a1 Sea had attacked the bridge, 
across the Nam Ma River, this 
morning, but caused only mod­ 
erate damage. Pilots reported a 
heavy haze restricted visibility.

A DOG ALIVE 


HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) - Doc­ 
tors it Baylor University Col­ 
lege of Medicine are studying 
the body of a female dog they 
kept alive Friday for SH hours 
with an artificial heart and then 
destroyed kl the interest of sci­ 
ence. 
“We could keep the animal 
alive for quite a while,” Dr. C. 
William Hall said shortly after 
the dog’s heart was replaced 
with one made of a silicone-like 
material called silastic. 
“But our Job here is to learn 
everything we can about the 
effects of an artificial heart. We 
will sacrifice the animal in a 
few hours after we get blood 
samples and then we will do an 
autopsy to see what effect the 
new heart had on tissues of the 
body." 
At 3 p.m. they turned off the 
air generator powering the me­ 
chanical heart. Patient 403, giv­ 
en no other name and of undis­ 
closed breed, died. 
The heart device was de­ 
signed and built at Rice Univer­ 
sity. It weighs less than half a 
pound and is about 2Vk inches in 
diameter.

ADDS TO SKILLS 
OF TELESTAR

CHICAGO (AP) — Fifteen- 
year-old David Belkin said he 
spotted some shortcomings in 
Telstar, so he built “Star Dust,” 
his own communications Batel, 
lite, with some extra features. 
“I wanted to show how Tel- 
star works and add a few ideas 
of my own,” David said Thurs­ 
day as he exhibited his model 
satellite at the Chicago Students 
Science Fair. 
Although Telstar was “a great 
achievement,” he said, “it had 
no provision for a Laser com. 
munications channel.** 
TRANSMITS VOICKS 
Star Dust has such a channel, 
he said, enabling it to “transmit 
voices on a coherent beam of 
light.” 
“It would have been an added 
feature for Telstar,” said the 
high school sophomore. “It has 
to transmit by radio and if 
something 
goes 
wrong, 
that 
can't be used. If it had a Laser, 
then it would have another me- 
dium to transmit voices or 
data.* 
A Laser is an electronic de- 
vice producing an extremely 
narrow beam of light.

“I armed it with a weapons 
Laser so if another nation sent 
up a satellite that threatened it, 
mine would knock the other one 
out.” 
A spokesman for American 
Telephone A Telegraph, which 
built Telstar, said the satellite 
had no Laser. 
“We’re engaged in Laser re 
search,” he said. “lf the boy’s 
got one on his satellite, he's 
ahead of us.” 
David won an award at the 
science fair last year with a 
group of machines that meas­ 
ured heart beat, respiration and 
brain waves.

Court in 1949. Minton was elect­ 
ed to the U.S. Senate in 1934, 
became 
Democratic 
majority 
whip the next year, but kist a 
re-election bid in 1940. Known as 
an ardent New Dealer during 
his Senate days, be was a leader 
in supporting President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt's unsuccessful 
plan to enlarge the Supreme 
Court. 
Roosevelt named him to the 
7th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals, Chicago, 
after Minton 
had left the Senate.

Hester suf 
fered a brain injury. 
Stilwell was practicing a free 
fall jump where the opening of 
the parachute is delayed for a 
quicker descent. Hester’s para 
chute failed to open properly 
during a special training jump 
from 1,250 feet.

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State Legislature Drags; 
Current Session May Extend 
Through Christmas Holiday

HARRISBURG (AP) - There 
was a time Dot so long ago that 
the general assembly regularly 
finished its work by Memorial 
Day with a rare session running 
aa late as die Fourth af July. 
Apparently those days are 
gone forever, a victim of the 17- 
month marathon session in 1955 
and 1956. 
EXPECTS LATE YEAR 
Since 
then 
sessions rarely 
have ended before Labor Day 
and one bumped into the follow­ 
ing New Year’s day. Some law­ 
makers hilly expect to be sing- 
tag Christmas carols in Harris­ 
burg this year. 
“Let's not do today what we 
can put off until next week,” 
has become sort of a theme in 
the legislative halls. But it is 
not really clear whether the at­ 
titude is a result of. or the 
cause of the extended sessions 
of the past decade. 
The current session, despite 
Em cries of legislative gold- 
bricking, is no better and not 
much worse than any other of 
recent years. 
MEETS TWICE WEEKLY 
The Senate has met on 23 
days and the House on 20 days 
since the session opened Jan 5, 
averaging two meetings weekly. 
Some of the meetings lasted as 
long as four hours and as brief 
as 15 minutes. Several years 
ago, one Senate session lasted 
exactly 47 seconds. 
The record shows that the 
number cf meeting days prior 
to April I is just about average. 
The only difference is that the 
Senate bas met more often than 
the House. The reverse is usual­ 
ly the rule. 
But in this year of a political­ 
ly divided legislature the Repub­ 
lican - controlled Senate is nm- 
nine abend of its traditional 
pace to carry the load of the 
Republican Scranton adminis­ 
tration's program. 
tm RILLS INTRODUCED 
A total of 589 bills have been 
tatroduced so far in the Senate, 
compared with only 355 at the 
same stage in 19855, IM ta 1981 
and 581 ta 1859. 
The 
Democratic - controlled 
House is somewhat under its 
norm for bill introductions, re­ 
ceiving only 943 so far, com­ 
pared with 721 in 1983, 1,105 in 
1981 and 984 in 1959. 
The House has passed 134 bills 
thus for and the Senate 74, but 
comparisons

yean ere not available. 
ONLY SEVEN SIONSD 
There is one indicator of prog­ 
ress, however, and it doesn’t 
speak too well for the current 
session. Only seven bills have 
keen signed into law by Gov. 
Scranton with another awaiting 
disposition. By this time in 1983, 
IO bill shad becpme law. In 1961 
there were 30 and in 1959 there 
were 18. 
The house has passed ll Sen 
ate billi, the same as the num 
ber of House bills which have 
received Senate approval. 
Still bogged in House commit 
tees are Senate-approved ad 
ministration bills on the Appale 
chia and antipoverty programs 
manpower retraining and a sal­ 
ary increase for the superin­ 
tendent of public instruction.

Just compensation shall consist 
of the difference between the fair 
market value of the condemners 
entire property interest immedi­ 
ately before the condemnation and 
as unaffected thereby, and the 
fair market value of his property 
interest remaining immediately 
after such condemnation and af 
footed thereby. For example, if a 
farmer owns a 100-acre farm, and 
the Highway Department con­ 
demns a 20-acre strip through the 
middle of it, then the owner of 
the farm must bo paid the dif­ 
ference between what the farm 
was worth before his 20-acre strip 
was taken and what it was worth 
afterwards. 
Condemnors, including the Com­ 
monwealth now must pay for 
consequential damages, for bus­ 
iness dislocation resulting in the 
Ion af good will, for moving ex­ 
penses, for property whose value 
has been diminished by mining 
optntiQiis fMNMMkCh it (in certain 
areas), and for property whose 
value b n been reduced by the 
dosing of roods. 


Last season's dry weather re­ 
duced the vegetation of desirable 
plants in pastures. Wild garlic is 
going to be problem in permanent 
pastures and off-flavor milk can 
be expected from its lush growth. 
Wild garlic is controlled with 
2, 4D ester at the rate of one 
pound per acre in five to 15 gal­ 
lons of water. 
The spraying should be done 
during the arly part of April 
when the plants are growing rapid­ 
ly. Wild garlic bulbels do not 
all start to grow in one season 
and it may require more than 
spraying to obtain complete con­ 
trol. 
Move dairy cows from pastures 
where wild garlic has not been 
controlled at least four hours be­ 
fore milking time. This will help to 
reduce the off-flavor and odors 
in milk. Young livestock grazing 
these pastures helps reduce wild 
garlic growth. 
NKSD SANITATION 


Drugs can’t take the place of 
good sanitation in controlling live­ 
stock parasites. Drugs can’t cor­ 
rect damage already done by 
worms. The only way to prevent 
damage is to keep animals from 
harboring parasites in the first 
place. This can only be accom­ 
plished by proper sanitation and 
good management. 
These general rules will help 
to prevent parasite infestation in 
livestock: 
Feed and water livestock so 
that there is no manure con­ 
tamination. Plans for sanitary 
feed bunks and hay racks are 
available in the extension office. 
Avoid crowding. 
Because of 
greater concentration of parasites 
and other infections, crowding 
promotes contamination and easier 
spread of infection. 
Pasture young animals away 
from mature stock on clean pas­ 
ture. Clean pasture is newly- 
planted grass, hayfields or any 
land that has not been heavily

UNIVERSITY PARK, Pa. - 
Pennsylvania school officials will 
meet here Wednesday to discuss 
problems that have emerged from 
the school district reorganization 
act of 1968.

Gettysburg—a small Peansyhraafe town that became 
tho conter of to great struggle between North and 
Sooth in the GNI War. And on that battlefield, cannon 
and monuments stand In silent tribute to tho courage of 
American men. 
On Inly 1st, ISSI, tho first night of the bottle, t o 
opposing curtly units met and skirmished. In tho 
gathering dusk of tho seoond day two Confederate 
brigades, I imitiono and North Carolina troops of Gen­ 
eral Hays and Hoke, stormed the heights of Cemetery 
HSI and drove huck the Union forces. For a brief 
■fiomnVj tho Confederates had broken through the 
Union Una. 
Dot, through the night. Northern reinforcements 
Clept into the small, sleepy village that now serves tho 
nation na an historic shrine. And the Union, under tho 
determined General Meade, woo ready for to attack, 
celebrated in to annals of warfare as ‘Pickets 
Charge.* When the smoke of battle cleared, Robert B. 
Lee's Army of Northern Virginia had suffered a bittor 
defeat, and retreated to to South. 
Brother fought brother in Gettysburg, but a nation 
was saved. 
And on the battlefield, four months after the struggle, 
Lincoln, in 269 words, summed up the meaning of the 
war in a message that has more impact that the volumes 
written about it. 
Gettysburg is living history; millions of Americans 
have made the pilgrimage to this town, and wandered 
silently over the green fields, now dotted with dramatis 
markers, that witnessed the birthplace of an enduring 
United States.
